It is out a library like the British 
MiiHeuin, ami it does Dot exhibit 
fieaks, like the ordinary inu.seiiin, 
and il might tie called a curio hall. 
In Indian antiquities and ancient 
American relicts it aorpMSaa any 
other museum, am! in the line of 
jewels and precious bric-a-brac it. in 
as rich as the Sultan's treasury. 

Stored away in the National 
Museum are bushels, of gold, quarts 
of preeioiis stoni'N, handfuls of 
heauliful pearls, and china and cut 
glass worth their weight in gold. 

It takes four large ee eea to contain 

the uncut gi'tiin alone, and three 
cases are tilled with the eut stones 
Many of them come from America, 
some are from India, ami nc 
have strange hintoihw connected 
with them. 

The United States Is the only na- 
tion which doea not, allow Uaofflaera 
to accept presentH from foreign na- 
tions or rulers, and that accounts 
for many of the exhibits in (he 
museum. 

The most precious, perhaps, is 
the collection of jewels which the 
Saltan of Muscat, in Arabia, gave 
to President Van Huron, comprising 
two large pearls as big as pigeon's 
eggs, one hundred and fifty small 
pearls, and one hundred ami lifty 
diamonds. 

Theie is a cat's-eye ring from 
Slam, another from Ceflon, another 
from Bavaria, and a native Indian 
necklace made of eat's-eye beads ; 
one of the most hcautilul cat's eyes 
fiittiii I'rniii HIkhIh Island, and this 
emphasizes a point which lew- 
people know -that so many piecious 
stones are iudigonous to this coun- 
try.

It OOmes from the Sandwich Isl- 
ands, and it is made up of red ami 

yellow Heathen so fastened together 

that they overlap each other and 
form a smooth surface. 

These feathers shine like the linest 
of (loss silk, and the red feathers 

are far prettier than the yellow ones. 

It. is the yellow feathers, however, 
that are expensive. They are about 
an inch long, and are worth, in the 

country In which they are found, 

llftv cents apiece. They were in 
times past leceived for taxes by the 
Hawaiian kings. 

They are taken from a little bird 
known as the ullO, which is vety 
tare and vety shy, and very difficult 
to capture. Kaoli bird has two of

the hands of the king, who gave it 
to < 'ommodore Aiiltek in 1841. 

li still belongs to the commodore's 

grandchildren, but il is deposited 

in the museum foi exhibition.

is an exhibit of gold in the rough — 

great lumps of quarts, little nuggets 
the size of a pea, and big ones as 

large as your list. They are not

The Opinions Upon the " Ne- 
braska Law," published and dis- 
tributed by the Nebraska Parents' 
Association to Promote the Oral 
Education of the Deaf, is an interest- 
ing pamphlet, and presents a strong 
evidence of the faith that is in them. 
Both oralists and combinedists are 
very much in earnest. Is there no 
middle ground on which both sides 
could meet and adjust their dif- 
ferences? If there is uoue, then 
there is no hope for the unfortunate 
deaf children of future generations. 
They will be ground between the 
upper and nether millstones. Ex- 
tremists are always wrong, and the 
golden mean is the only safe way. 
This is an age of arbitration and 
compromise, and for the children's 
sake, both sides ought to come 
together. 

The Nebraska oralists are able to 
muster an array of intelligent and 
well-educated oral graduates in sup- 
port of their owu views, just as Dr. 
Currier did in favor of the combined 
system, but with this important dif- 
ference — while the oral graduates, 
as well as the graduates of combined 
system schools, coutend that the gift 
of speech is a good thing for them, 
which nobody denies, the orally- 
taught do not claim that such a 
method is applicable to all the deaf. 
This question was side-stepped by 
the Nebraska oralists. I happen to 
know most if not all of those oral 
graduates in New England, whose 
views were quoted in the pamphlet, 
and I kuow that while they are 
satisfied with the results of the 
method in their own case, they will 
hesitate to say that the majority of 
the deaf could be successfully taught 
by the same method, for the failures 
of the method are too much in evi- 
dence around them in Boston and 
New England. These failures are 
admitted even by Thomas F. Mit- 
chell in his own argument in favor 
of the oral method, as one or two 
quotations will show. "Of course, 
it may not lift some mentally defi- 
cient or otherwise handicapped to a 
very high plane;" (But) " those are 
no worse off than the great majority 
of the sign-taught, for they can fall 
back on the general recourse of the 
latter, viz., writing." That the 
method has doue well for Mr. Mitchell 
personally, aided by natural gifts of 
his own, is not the point. The point 
is — does the method benefit the 
whole class ? This is answered by 
Mr. Mitchell's owu frank statement 
of its failure in some cases. 

The fling at " interference by out- 
siders," made in the pamphlet, is un- 
worthy of the American spirit, for 
we are all Americans, and whatever 
affecta one State is felt by all the 
others, and our education is based on 
a national unity, yet the authors of 
the pamphlet did not hesitate b 
iu the aid of outsiders in their own be- 
half. That was the only blemish on 
the intelligence of the Nebraskaus. 
They must see now that they were 
wroug. 

One of Dr. E M. Oallaudet's sug- 
guestions iu regard to the abuse of 
the sign-language as a means of in- 
truction was cleverly used by the 
authors of the pamphlet. It is mis 
leading, of course, and intended to 
mislead) It is now tap to the eagle 
of our profession to explain how he 
tame to be wounded by an arrow 
winged with a feather from his own 
pinions. 

By far the best and most sensible 
letter in the whole pamphlet is that 
written bv K. A. C.iuver, of the 
Rome School. He stated that he 
bad written the same letter to Olof 
Hanson — he has the courage of his 
convictions. There is nothing of 
the " rule or ruin" spirit in bis atn 
tude, but much of the judicial teni- 
i incut which makes him more 
tolerant than the extremists. He 
is the noblest Roman of them all, 
and if his policy of giving every d 
child a chance to be taught speech, 
their hiithright, and using other 
methods when the oral method is 
not possible were more generally 
adopted, there would be •ion 

in the profession. His coniuh 
In l'rof. Booth's knowledge and 

of the capabilities and limi- 
tations of the deaf is shared even by 
the deaf who know Mi. Booth, I 
have no hesitation in saving that 
Prof. Booth will do his best for 
every child entrusted to his charge, 
and he can not be charged with a 
lack of experience and ability la 
Ipiofesslou. Who will Sad fault

with Prof. Gruver's closing state- 
ment: "The law is just and fair to 
all and can do no harm to any deaf 
child as long as Nebraska has a good 
Superintendent at the head of its 
school ?' ' As long as the law is on 
the statute books, there is no use 
iu butting our heads against the 
stone-wall of public prejudice; we 
ought to congratulate ourselves that 
there is much a man of Mr. Booth's 
temperament at the head of the 
school. 

There is one thing about the at- 
titude of the Nebraska parents that 
is a matter of sincere regret to those 
who are best acquainted with the 
limitations of deaf children. They 
all seem to insist on the oral method 
or nothing. As every teacher 
knows there are different degrees of 
intelligence and limitations among 
children, and while some children 
can and do learn speech and lip- 
reading to a useful degree, there are 
others who can never acquire more 
than a smattering kuowledge of 
spoken language or uot even that. 
Every teacher knows that it is 
worse than useless to keep such 
backward pupils iu an oral class, 
but no oral teacher has the courage 
to tell the parent so, and no parent 
would believe it. This is the sad, 
incovertible truth. That the ability 
to speak is only a matter of indivi- 
duality is known to every teacher of 
any experience, but the parents of 
deaf children cannot be made to un- 
derstand it. They think that be- 
cause one child has done remarkably 
well, their own offspring could do 
the same. The public seems to 
think that all the deaf children can 
be Helen Kellers, if properly taught 
as she was ! An oral teacher will 
keep any children of average intelli- 
gence in her class, but will not try 
the impossible task of instructing 
such hopeless cases orally, and will 
give her whole attention to the more 
promising pupils, but the childn 
parents do not know it, more is the 
pity. 

I would like to ask the Nebraska 
parents one question — suppose that 
a deaf child of normal intelligence 
shows no natural aptitude for speech 
and lip-reading (there are many 
such cases though these Nebraska 
parents may uot believe it), and no 
amount of instruction can avail, 
shall such a child be kept iu an oral 
class to the end of his time, lagging 
behind his classmates without ac- 
quiring even the rudiments of speech ? 
What is the good of the oral method 
to him, then ? If these parents ask 
Prof. Booth about it, he will tell 
them from very honesty that this 
picture is not overdrawn. Of course, 
every child should be given bis 
chance, but there are limitations. 

1 u reply to the question : ' ' What 
percentage of deaf children d 
find in your experience capable of 
exclusive oral training and educa- 
tion?" the following replies from 
oral teachers are significant as show- 
ing that there is another percentage 
incapable of exclusive oral training 
and education : " Quite as a Ian 
percentage as is capable of being 
taught by the combined method."

By calling a system of method 
"method," this teacher shows that 
she does uot know what she is talk- 
ing about. "One hundred (per-

name of common sense could one 
hundred percent of the deaf be said 
to be taught by one method, when 
even those barred by their lack of 
aptitude v "ot intelligence as this 
oralist would have us believe) can 
be and are successfully taught the 
three K's by others methods f " All 
normal deaf children." Even this 
is a limitation, for such children as 
Sen be taught to read and write but 
can not be taught to speak, arc 1 
red from the normal class Will 
the Nebraska Parents' Association 
now admit that there are some. 
children who are out of the pale as 
far as the oral method is concern 
How do thev know that their own 
unfortunate children are not already 
baited from the " normal class" and 
tolerated only for their sake 
of these parents are certainly more 
fortune* the others in their 

children it is is wholly impossible 
for them all to have chi the 

same mental ability. Now, which 
of these parents are the less fortu- 
nate. It is up to them to find out. 

I see that our friend, ( 
Pearsc, of Milwaukee, has put in 



wobbly oar. He has not yet an- 
swered the questions : ' ' Who paid 
your expenses to Omaha, Nebraska, 
to address the Parents' Associa- 
tion?" and "Have you ever inspect- 
ed 'combined method' schools," as 
he fatuously calls the system. 1 
know, at least, one vice-president of 
the National Education Association 
who condemned Mr. Pearse's abuse 
of his position to advocate a special 
method of education while he was 
president of the big Association. 
The oralists also have dragged in' the 
name of Ella Flagg Young as bol- 
stering up their cause. The attention 
of the Association ought to be called 
to the " pernicious activity" of the 
" Oral" Section of the Association. 
The education of the deaf is a mat- 
ter for specialists in the profession, 
with which the big, non partisan 
Association has nothing to do. 

Of all the puerile and foolish 
arguments advanced by over zealous 
deaf-mutes of the oral persuasion, 
thos* of S. G. Davidson, of the Mt. 
Airy School take the cake. He 
claims that almost without excep- 
tion, those deaf-mutes who oppose 
the oral method have never been 
connected with a school where oral 
instruction was given. He is wroug 
there. However, he is iu the same 
boat. He did not owe his educa- 
tion to the oral method. He also 
says with poor sense that the deaf 
critics of the oral method do not 
speak from personal knowledge of 
the method in schools. What is he 
trying to do? Does he not know 
that the majority of the deaf writers 
in Dr. Currier's pamphlet were 
wholly taught in oral schools ? That 
is not the point, however. What 
the deaf judge by is the results after 
school life, than which there is no 
better standard. He advances the 
absurd argument that " Not one" 
parent had requested of Dr. Crouter 
that their children should be taught 
by signs. Nobody expected that a 
parent would prefer signs if his dar- 
ling child could be taught to speak, 
and every parent is led to believe 
that such a thing was possible, aud 
hope springs eternal in the human 
breast. Mr. Davidson's criticism of 
the National Association of the Deaf 
for taking up the work of education 
is unworthy of him, and it belittles 
his own kuowledge of modern his- 
tory. Organization is the -order of 
of the day, and nothing is gained 
now-a-days without co-operatiou. 
This criticism however brings up a 
point that I have often asked my- 
self — " What is the real object of 
the National Association?" The 
education of the Deaf ought to be 
made a side issue rather than the 
main object, and could just as well 
he left to a committee on education 
to fight it out. By the President's 
activity, the whole Association is 
dragged into a quarrel which is 
foreign to its purpose. 

Our good friend, J. A. Mcllvaine, 
Jr., also has something to say on the 
subject, and makes a dead give-away 
twice, I am sorry to say. He con- 
fesses that like most of those now 
clamoring for the repeal of the law 
enacted by the Nebraska Legis- 
lature, he was at first skeptical as to 
the value of the oral method. 
Wheuce came the change? Since 
he was appointed a teacher in an 
oral school ? The deductiou is a 
little too obvious. Again, he claims 
that his experiences have com 
him that some children fail, not be- 
cause of the oral method, but from 
lack of natural ability or mental 
etc. So, some deaf chil- 
o tail ! Then it is the chil- 
I fault— thev are mentally defi- 
cient ! Are there no such unfor- 
tunate children iu Nebraska? If 
there is uot one, the Nebraska 
Patents' Association can congratu- 
late itself. After reading their owu 
pamphlet, do the members of tne 
Nebraska Patents' Association still 
claim that there is but one method 
applicable to one and all, and that 
plication ? They can 
still braaen it out, but how about 
their own children ? Their fate for 
weal or woe depends upon th. 
thods of education.

ites so much terror when it in 
vades our room or buzzes about, out- 
heads in country lanes. Yet really 
even the wasp has its use, and uatu 
ralisls tell us it plays a very impor- 
tant part in the economy of nature. 

What hawks, kites, ravens, owls 
and birds of prey generally aie in 
the case of field mice and othersmall 
deslruciive animals, the wasp Is to 
the grubs and other pests that in- 
jine plant life. 

The wasp is very uselul, parti- 
cularly in orchards. The young 
pupa: iir the nest aie fed entirely 
on the grubs which infest the fruit 
trees, and but for the activity of the 
wasp these pests would 0000016 so 
numerous as to do serious injury to 
the 1 1 

It is quite true that the wasp also 
levies toll upon the tree; but as his 

labors have contributed largely to 

the salvation ol the crop, that por 
lion which he eats should not be 
begrudged him. 

It should be understood that the 
wasp is quite harmless, unless it is 
forced to defend itself; then it is 

undoubtedly violent, ami oakeefree 

use of the weapon which nature has 
given It to use in lighting its enemies. 
But, If you leave it alone, a wasp 
will not sting, although, of course, 
it is sal'ei not to let It gel too 
near you, lest it mistake you for an
